TOOLE’S TREASURES. 


A MUSEUM OF CURIOS. 


By A FRIEND., 

John Lawrence Toole left a wonderful collection of 
‘heatrical relics, and of valuable mementoes of all 
tinds. Many of these cherished possessions are, tt 
is now rumoured, to come under the hammer. In 
that case a rare opportunity awaits the curio-hunter. 
It has been my privilege, from time to time, to 
mspect the many treasures—“ memorials of the 
past "—which filled the lamented comedian’s charm- 
ing house in Maida-vale. Nearly all of them had 
their associations, artistic, literary, theatrical, his- 
toric, and, in years gone by, Toole was fond of show- 
ing them to his intimates. When the time comes— 
if it should come—for cataloguing these almost count- 
less engravings and pictures, old prints and playbills, 
caricatures, portraits, and photographs, letters from 
celebrities, and the like, the task assuredly will be 
no light one. 

To exhanst such a list in anything like the hmite 
of a single article would not be possible. Let me, 
however, in imagination, walk once more through 
the familiar rooms and linger awhile amid my dead 
friend’s “household gods.” Some of those he 
valued most find a place in the dining room over- 
looking ‘the pretty garden—that garden the trees 
of which, upon a memorable occasion, he hung with 
every variety of vegetable and luscious fruit in 
order to mystify the friends he had invited to an 
afternoon party.. On the walls of this cosy room 
I can see again the counterfeits of Paul and Henry 
Bedford, of Charles Mathews as “The Dancing 
Master,”. of Toole himself—painted by Sigismund 
Goetze—of his father, the city toast-master, in full 
array; of the “Great Little Robson” (the shape of 
whose head must needs remind one of the genial 
humorist who was laid to his last sleep a week ago) 
/and of David Garrick. Immediately above the latter 
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Dodger, to-night.” On the left of this picture is 
the face of Charles Kean, and on the other side 
that of Lester Wallack as “The Brigand.” 

Look from the walls to the mantelpiece and you 
will see a couple of china wine-coolxrg which 
belonged formerly to Charles Dickens, and, Mar the 
centre, framed, a picture-postcard reproducing.the 
well-known portrait of Irving as Vanderdecke._ 
Upon it is written: “My dear love, my dear 
friend.—H. I.” 

In the hall, just outside, is another Dickens relic— 
there are many others in the house. At is a mirror, 
some 10ft high, with a solid frame of carved oak of 
floral design, and was once in the possession of the 
great novelist. But the first thing that strikes you 
as you enter from the front door is Ernest Moore’s 
engraving of the splendid portrait of Sir Henry 
Irving of which, I believe, the Sheffield Press Club 
are the proud possessors. Near by are water-colours 
of Paul Bedford and of Toole as the Artful Dodger, 
a coloured engraving of those aforetime companions 
in drollery, Bedford and Wright, in a scene from 
Buckstone’s drama, “The Flowers of the Forest” 
(this picture shows Cheap John and Kinchin in the 
stocks, and is humorously labelled, “A recent in- 
vestment in stocks”); above it an engraving, dated

which is dated from the St. George, March 23, 1801 
is entirely unpunctuated. It runs: 

“Now we are sure of fighting I am sent for Whe:

I hope will be a proud day for England to have it s 
no exertion is wanting from your most attache 
and affectionate friend till death Nelson an 
Bronte.” 

A conspicuous place in this room was found fc 
a framed telegram received by the popular com: 
dian at Brighton, on July 22, 1902. Dated from h 
Majesty’s yacht, Cowes; it conveyed the followin 
gracious Royal message: “T am commanded by tt 
King to congratulate you on the jubilee of you 
appearance on the London stage.—Knottiys.” 

In this room, too, is a signed photograph of 
Gladstone, who had a great admiration for Too) 
and delighted to have him to breakfast at his hou 
in London. On one occasion the actor invited t) 
statesman to witness a performance at the Glo 
Theatre, when he appeared (if memory serves) 
“ Chawles” and in “Ici On Parle Frangais.” Fro 
Mr. Gladstone he received the next day a charming’ 
worded letter, in which, after saying that he scar« 
knew which to be more grateful for—the ki 
thought that prompted his friend to offer him a b 
or the pleasure his performance had afforded him, t 
great Liberal went on to speak of “your admiral 
acting, which was to us a source of such interest a 
entertainment,” and added: “I could not but obser 
with much pleasure how ably you were support 
by the members, both gentlemen and ladies, 
your company.”

'day at Sotheby's out of thé wet, and pald’ their last 
{respects to the few things left by the late John! 
Lawrence Toole. In our preliminary notice of the! 
sale it was catefully pointed ont that the literary f 
and pictorial odlleotidns of the famous comedian , 
could not properly be compared with those of his | 
life-long friend Irving, and that, therefore, no such | 
result as that of the Irving sale could be anticipated. 
Toole, in his lifetime, wa’ a generous and sym-, 
pathetic comrade of many men, and his possessions _ 
in the shane of books and pictures were chiefly the! 
tokens of affectionate reciprocity. To these votive 
offerings he could not say “Nay,” and he stored 
them unflinchmgly. It was pleasant, then, to find , 
that a loyal throng of admirers came yesterday, 
ready to look at these trifiés from Toolé’s own point | 
of view, ahd when the last lot was sold and the | 
mot d’ordre “ Walker, London” had been given to 
the. collection, it was seen thatas much as £706 had 
been realised for the quaint olla podrida. 
Bibles of great men have before been sold at’ 
auction—Shakespeare’s—or one attributed to him 
—Ben Jonson’s and Burts’s, which fetched £1,560 
in 1804—but Toole’s wis withdrawn at the last 
moment owing to clamour.
